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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-6 are pending in this communication filed 1/03/06 entered as Response 
After Non-Final Action. 

2. The Abstract objection has been overcome by Applicants' amendment to the 
abstract and is hereby withdrawn. 

3. The amendment to the drawings has overcome the drawing objections to figure's 
4,6-8, and 10 and is hereby withdrawn. 

Specification 

4. The Specification is objected to because of the following: in the description of 
the drawings, figure 1 cannot be found as being described in the Specification, Figure 3, 
element "304" in the drawing is "mortgage broker" and in the Specification "304" is 
"mortgage broker(s)". It is unclear whether there are more than one mortgage broker or 
one mortgage broker. Figure 3, element "300" is not found in the description of Figure 
3. Figure 4, element "406" is not found in the description of figure 4. Figure 5, elements 
"302, 304, and 306" are not found in the description of figure 5. 

Furthermore, there have been so many amendments to the Specification that it is 
difficult to piece all of the Specification together in order to know what the Applicants' 
are trying to invent. 

A substitute specification is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .125(a) because of the 
following reasons given above. 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute 
specification must be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the 
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immediate prior version of the specification of record. The text of any added subject 
matter must be shown by underlining the added text. The text of any deleted matter 
must be shown by strike-through except that double brackets placed before and after 
the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of five or fewer consecutive 
characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by being placed 
within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. An accompanying 
clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification 
contains no new matter must also be supplied. Numbering the paragraphs of the 
specification of record is not considered a change that must be shown. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 1 recites the limitation "one or more generic mortgage lender profiles" in 
line 3. The remainder of the claim limitations recite "generic mortgage lender profile". 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 03 January 2006 have been fully considered and 
have not changed the rejection in the previous Office Action for the following reason(s): 
A Specification that can be read in its entirety without trying to piece together the 
amendments to determine what Applicants 1 are inventing; and (2) the Specification 
contains minor defects in relation to the description of some of the drawing figures. 
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However, once these issues are resolved, an extensive search of the invention will be 
conducted and if no new art is found or known by anyone, the application will proceed 
through the issue process. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Dembo (US 5,148,365) disclosed a mathematical model based on a scenario 
that may or is expected to occur. 

Tengel et al (US 5,940,812) disclosed a loan origination system. 
Davidson (US 5,699,527) disclosed processing loans.
